First made 
public in the Sept. 28 TOWNSMAN, copies 
are in the mail to all households in An- 
dover this week. 

Principal actors and acresses are seated 
on stage. It is assumed they will carry the 
leading roles. They are: Moderator 
(director-prompter); Town Clerk, Town 
Counsel, Director of Public Works, Town 
Manager, Assistant Town Manager, five 
members of the Board of Selectmen and 
nine members of the Finance Committee. 


The list of characters also includes 
those seated in front row seats. They will 
include the Supt. of Schools and the five 
School Committee members, the five 
members of the Planning Board, and this 
year’s Computer Study Committee 
members.

on what they term cost-effectiveness. 
They state, ‘This proposal does not 
appear to have great chance for effec- 
tiveness. It should be remembered that 
this article involves a three-year contract 
with a total cost to the town of $111,000. 
The environmental impact over the long- 
term is not known and potential side 
effects on wildlife, and humans, is also un- 
known.’’ 

Conservation Commission members at 
their meeting on Tuesday voted un- 
animously to oppose the article for similar 
reasons, but would permit treatment of 
conservation lands, if voters approve the 
articles. (See Second Front Pagé). 

Rezoning of the Abbot campus, which 
may not be reached until Tuesday night, 
would allow Life-Care Services of Iowa to 
utilize the former academy property for a 
retirement community. 

The proposal calls for Phillips Academy 
to retain ownership of the land and lease it 
to Life-Care. The firm will build apart- 
ment type units for retired persons, and 
also have a nursing home facility on the 
property. Life-Care intends to maintain 
the landscape and aesthetics of the cam- 
pus pretty much as it currently exists. 

Selectmen have given initia] support to 
the proposal and are seeking information 
as to whether the proposal will be revenue 
producing to the town, either through tax- 
es or contribution, before making a final 
recommendation. 

A revision in planning board re- 
quirements in defining lot area is also ex- 
pected to evoke some controversy. 

The planners want lot area described as 
having ‘‘at least 90 per cent of the lot area 
required for zoning compliance shall be 
land other than that under any waterbody 

of bog, swamp, wet meadow, or marsh.”’ 

The Finance Committee and Conserva- 
tion Commission have issued support for 
the planners, along with the selectmen.

Visiting Hours Change

Medical/Surgical visiting hours changed 
effective Sunday, Oct. 15, to 2-4 p.m. and 6- 
8 p.m. daily. Children under age twelve 
will be permitted to visit on Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays from 2-4 p.m. 
Changes in the Hospital’s Adult 
Medical/Surgical visiting schedule 
resulted from a survey of patients and nur- 
sing staff regarding a ‘‘trial visiting 
schedule’”’ in effect since April. The trial 
schedule had allowed for expanded 
visiting hours for Medical/Surgical units 
from 12 noon to 8 p.m. and young children 
to visit during that same time period. 
The survey revealed that although many 
patients welcomed visits by young 
children, they seemed to prefer briefer 
visits rather than continuous ones and 
even then, with reasonable control.

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Who May Vote Absentee 


Registered voters may vote absentee 
only if they will be unable to vote at the 
polls on election day because of absence 
from their city or town during the hours 
the polls are open, because of physical dis- 
ability, or because of religious beliefs. 

Illegal absentee voting is punishable by 
a fine of up to $500 and up to a year in 
prison. » 

Certain unregistered voters also have a 
right to vote absentee. These are United 
States citizens living outside of the coun- 
try and federal service personnel, in- 
cluding those on active duty in the armed 
forces and in the merchant marine, and 
their’ accompanying spouses or 
dependents.\In all cases these people must 
register in person when they return since 
this does not establish permanent voter 
registration. 


How Do I Get An 
Absentee Ballot? 


You must apply for an absentee ballot at 
your city or town hall before noon of the 
day before the election. You may use the 
official application form or any form of

Applications do not have to be mailed. 
They may be hand delivered. 

If you are in the federal service or an ac- 
companying spouse or dependent, or are a 
United States citizen living out of the 
country, you may have a relative apply in 
person for your ballot. 


May I Vote In My Community 
Before Election Day? 


If time is too short for mailing, or you 
will not have a specific address to which 
the ballot can be mailed, you may vote 
prior to the election at a time arranged 
with the clerk at town hall in the presence 
of the clerk who will notarize your ballot, 
or have it notarized. Application for this 
ballot must be made no later than noon of 
the day before the election. 


What If I Am Physically 
Disabled? 


If you are temporarily physically disabl- 


éd, you may apply for an absentee ballot — 


attesting under the pains and penalties of 
perjury that you are disabled and an 
absentee ballot will be sent to your home, 
hospital or institution. 

If you are permanently physically dis- 
abled and cannot cast your vote at the poll- 
ing place, you may file a certificate of per- 
manent disability with your town clerk. 
Your physician must state that you are un- 
able to cast your vote at the polling place. 
The town clerk will put your name on the 
list of permanently disabled voters. You 
will still need to request a ballot in writing 
before each election, but will not have to 
certify your disability each time. 


Do I Need To Have My 
Absentee Ballot Notarized? 


If you are on your town list of per- 
manently disabled voters, you do not need 
to vote in the presence of a notary; you 
merely sign the envelope yourself. Tem- 
porarily disabled voters must have their 
ballot envelopes notarized. 

Students’ ballot envelopes may either be 
notarized or signed by the registrar or 
assistant registrar of the college or un- 
iversity they are attending. 

Everyone else must fill out the ballot 
privately, but in the presence of a notary 
Massachusetts notaries may not charge 
for this service. Ballots must be filled out,

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The Mosquito Controversy 
FinCom Bends A Little 
But Still Is Opposed 


Voters at Monday’s session of town 
meeting will be asked to approve joining 
the Essex County Mosquito Control pro- 
ject for a three-year period, in an effort to 
abate the mosquito nuisance in the com- 
munity. 

An outline of the proposed project is 
provided here by Robert W. Spencer, 
superintendent of the project. 

The Essex County Mosquito Control 
Project is a regional district under the 
supervision of the State Department of 
Agriculture and in turn is responsible to 
the Secretary of Environmental Affairs. 
The Project currently serves 22 cities and 
towns encompassing an area of 293 square 
miles. The Project was activated in 1965 
under Chapter 516, of the Acts of 1958, 
enacted by the State Legislature. 


The mosquito abatement program prac- 
ticed by the Project is geared to exter- 
minate the insect in three of the four 
Stages of its life cycle: the larva, pupa, 
and adult. There are no practical methods 
of destroying mosquito eggs. 

The Spring-larviciding program com- 
mences as soon as the overwintering eggs 
hatch in the spring, usually mid-March, 
and continues until the adult mosquitoes 
emerge in late May. During this period the 
mosquito breeding plots are treated to 
prevent adult emergence. 

The summer adulticiding program 
begins June 1 and continues until Labor 


Day. During this three-month period, 


truck-mounted ultra low volume sprayers 
operating only from the public ways, will 
maintain a once per week schedule cover- 
ing as much of the town as physically 
possible. The Project does not employ 
aerial spray. 

The major effort toward reducing the 
mosquito nuisance is the elimination of 
the breeding source, the shallow pockets 
of standing water. This is accomplished 
either manually or through use of power 
equipment specially designed to travel 
marshy terrain. This phase of the program 
is in progress as many months of the year 
as the weather permits. Source reduction 
in mosquito control will gradually reduce 
the need for the use of chemicals. 


The Essex County Mosquito Control 
Project works closely with local conserva- 
tion commissions, public health, and 
public works officials in all communities. 
The source reduction or water manage- 
ment work is performed within the 
guidelines established-by the Army Corps 
of Engineers. : 

Materials employed in larviciding and 
adulticiding are those recommended by 
the State Pesticide Board after approval 
by the Environmental Protection Agency. 

All employees of the Project have 
attended appropriate training courses, are 
now licensed by the Commonwealth of 


“Massachusetts in the application of 


pesticides, and by Jan. 1, 1979, will be ex- 
amined and certified as applicators by 
Federal E.P.A. 

The source reduction or drainage of 
mosquito breeding sites is not undertaken 
without permission of the property 
owners. 

During the summer adulticiding season, 
those who do not desire their proprty to be 
treated are asked to notify the Project and 
their requests will be honored. 

The entire cost of operating the Essex 
County Mosquito Control Project is borne 
by the participating cities and towns. No 
state or federal subsidies are available. 


The Town of Andover encompasses an 
area of 32 square miles. It will take 
Several years for mosquito control per- 
sonnel to become fully acquainted with the 
entire area, the streets, the woodlands, 
the wetlands, and to identify and pinpoint 
the problem areas. All equipment and 
materials now owned by the Project are 
the property of the communities presently 
enrolled. If Andover were to join, ad- 
ditional equipment and personnel would of 
necessity be procured by the Project. For 
these reasons, plus the fact that the effec- 
tiveness of the mosquito control program 
cannot be judged in a lesser time, if the 
Town acts to join the Project it must do so 
for a minimum of three years. Upon ex- 
piration of the three years, participation 


would revert to a voluntary annual basis. - 


Project Scope Outlined 


Conservation commission members 
Tuesday night unanimously voted to op- 
pose articles 6 and 7 dealing with mosquito 
control, but a majority of the membership 
did vote to allow treatment of their lands 
if voters ok the items. 


Article 6 asks the town to join the ESsex 
County Mosquito Control project, which 
would result in treatment of property in 
the town in an effort to reduce the mos- 
quito population. Article 7 asks $3,000 be 
appropriated to allow the town to initiate 
mosquito control measures prior to the 
county agency taking over next July 1. 


In its vote on Tuesday, which joins with 
the Finance Committee in disapproving of 
both items, the Conservation Commission 
States: 

Mosquitoes are indeed a nuisance and 
getting rid of them a desirable objective. 


“The best managed program for mos- 
quito control is ineffective and costly and 
possibly damaging in other respects: 

“If the town decides to have mosquito 


“ control; the Essex County Mosquito Con- 
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trol project is probably the best-run and 


most effective program in the state.’ 

The commission then went on to in- 

dicate that ‘‘a majority of the commission 
would allow control measures on town- 
owned conservation land, if the town votes 
overwhelmingly in favor of the program, 
but would insist on close liaison with the 
Mosquito Control Project, and great care 
and restraint in the town’s water supply 
watersheds.”’ 
The latter position is a departure from the 
past mosquito control efforts of the town. 
The conservation commission prohibited 
treatment of the lands owned by them at 
that time. 

The Conservation Commission also en- 
dorsed Article 18, another item 
recommended favorably by FinCom, 
which deals with lot definitions as propos- 
ed by the planning board. 


Article 18 calls for at least 90 per cent of 
a lot being m land other than under an

Article 6 — Essex County Mosquito Con-

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The Computer Decision 


When town meetings began in New England, referred 
to even then as the purest form of democracy, 
municipal accounting was handled quite efficiently with 
a large quill and long lined pages. 

Times have changed, of course, as far as accounting 
is concerned, but town meeting still governs how a com- 
munity such as Andover is run and financed. 

The town meeting which will get underway on Mon- 
day night at 7:30 in Memorial Auditorium of East 
Junior High school, will have as one of its agenda items, 
the purchase of computer equipment to handle the 
town’s data processing needs. | 

The need for such equipment to meet the modern 
needs of operating a multi-million dollar corporation 
known as the town of Andover should be obvious. 

While the present computer equipment used by the 
town can’t be compared to the old quill-type financial 
record keeping, with a bit of exaggeration, comparisons 
could be made. 

The present equipment is outmoded and just can’t 
provide administrators with the financial information 
needed to provide effective management of the town. 

Data processing, or computer equipment, has been 
the subject of town meeting previously. 

The type of equipment, what procedures are needed 
for the town, and other facets of the computer question 
have been debated over the years. 

During the past several months a select computer ad- 
misory committee examined the whole question and 
delved into the needs of Andoverr and how best to put 
them onto efficient machinery.

Their recommendations have been made and will be 
presented to town meeting next week. 

There seems to be some continued debate over just 
what the school department needs are and how best to 
respond to the wishes of the educators. 


This will be discussed, along with the whole computer _ 


presentation tonight by the Finance Committee, which 
will be working on its recommendation with regard to 
date processing. ; 

Two things seem important at this point. 

One, the recognition of the need for the modern 
machinery to provide administrators with an effective 
management tool. 

Two, that the town recognize this need and provide 
the funding at the town meeting, rather than, as initially 
suggested, obtaining such equipment on a lease- 
purchase basis. 


As for the latter, the outright purchase results in a 


saving of considerable thousands of dollars in interest 


charges which would occur if the equipment was ob- 
tained through lease-purchase. 


Voters will be asked to act on an article calling for ap- 
propriation of $456,000 for the data processing equip- 
ment. Admittedly this is a large amount to bring before 
an October town meeting, but it seems an advisable 
course in order to modernize the town’s financial 
management. 


Somehow it even seems right that the old, traditional 
town meeting is afforded the privilege of funding the 
removal of the quill.

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The following is a report of the activities 


WASHINGTON — Sev- 
eral years ago we devel- 
oped the confidence of 
gangster John Roselli, one 
of the mobsters whom the 
Central Intelligence 
Agency recruited to mur- 
der Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro. With Roselli’s help, 
we were able to break that 
story in January, 1971. 

He continued to talk to us 
over the years. He was 
always cautious with 
words. But in his guarded 
way, he indicated to us that 
the plot against Castro had 
backfired. He suggested 
that Castro had captured 
the underworld assassins, 
had brought pressure on 
them to reverse the plot 
and had sent them after 
President Kennedy. 

The assassins, Roselli 
also indicated, worked for 
Mafia godfather Santos 
Trafficante, the former 
overlord of the mob-owned 
gambling casinos in 
Havana. Roselli implied 
that Lee Harvey Oswald, 
the accused Kennedy 
killer, was a patsy used by 
the mob. Once he was 
apprehended, he had to be 
shut up. This assignment 
allegedly was given to 
Jack Ruby, whom Roselli 
identified as an un- 
derworld punk with links to 
Trafficante. 

The story was so fantas- 
tic that we found it hard to 
swallow. Then, on Aug. 3, 
1976, some of Roselli’s 
friends told us that he was 
missing. They implied that 
he might be in trouble with 
the mob for talking to us. 
His body was found a few

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days later in an oil drum, 
wrapped in heavy chains. 

It had been heaved into 
Miami Bay where it was 
supposed to have disap- 
peared forever on_ the 
ocean bottom. But body 
gases made the oil drum 
buoyant and caused it to 
rise eerily from its watery 
grave. 

Police sources told us 
they had learned from un- 
derworld informants that 
Santos Trafficante had or- 
dered Roselli rubbed out. 
This was an allegation, of 
course, that could not be 
proved. 

Roselli has been dead for 
over two years. But his 
story has come back to 
haunt Trafficante. Recent- 


ly, he was hauled before 


the House Assassinations 
Committee and questioned 
about reports that he had 
foretold that Kennedy 
‘would be hit.”’ 

The crime lord, hunched 
and balding, denied it. 
‘Absolutely not,’’ he said. 
“‘No way.”’ 

Now, however, we have 
obtained a fascinating FBI 
report dated March 21, 
1967. It quotes a former top 
FBI official who had 
learned from his law cli- 
ents about the CIA-Mafia 
plot to knock off Castro. 

“Castro ... arrested a 
number of suspects,’’ 
states the report. “By 
pressuring the captured 
suspects, he was able to 
learn the full details of the 
plot against him. He decid- 
ed, ‘If that is the way 
President Kennedy wanted 
it, he too could engage in

PROPERTY CLASSIFICATION FOR TAX PURPOSES 

Do you a;,prove of the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution summarized 
below, which was approved by the General Court in joint sessions of the House of 
Representatives and Senate on May 28, 1975, by a vote of 220-53, and on September 7,. ~ 
1977, by a vote of 243-20? 3 
SUMMARY 

The proposed constitutional amendment would permit the legislature to establish 
as many as four different classes of real property for tax purposes. Property in any 
one class would be required to be assessed, rated and taxed proportionately but 
property in different classes could be assessed, rated and taxed differently. The 
legislature could grant reasonable exemptions. The constitution presently requires 
all property (other than wild lands, forest lands, and certain agricultural and hor- — 
ticultural lands) to be assessed and rated equally at full value for tax purposes. 


QUESTION 2 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 

STATE BUDGET DEADLINE 

Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution summarized 
below, which was approved by the General Court in joint sessions of the House of 
Representatives and Senate on May 28, 1975, by vote of 267-3, and on August 10, 1977, 
by a vote of 250-1? 
SUMMARY 

The proposed constitutional amendment would allow a governor who had not serv- 
ed in the preceding year as governor to submit a proposed budget to the legislature 
within eight weeks of the beginning of the legislative session. A governor who had 
served in the preceding year would still be required to submit a proposed budget 
within three weeks of the beginning of a legislative session. 


QUESTION 3

The proposed constitutional amendment would require that in the taking of the 
state census, residence be determined in accordance with the standards used by the 
United States when taking the federal census. Under the federal standards, residence 
is based upon where a person spends most of his or her time whereas under present 
state standards residence is based upon legal domicile. The standards would be sub- 
ject to any exceptions which the legislature might enact.

CHARTER COMMISSION DEADLINE

The amendment’s stated purpose is to develop and 
conserve natural resources and the environmental benefits of recreational land.

a bill requiring the reduction and limitation of local property taxes by substituting 
revenue from state taxes, and providing that all state and local taxes combined shall 
not take a larger percentage of the total personal income in Massachusetts than the 
average percentage taken in the three year period immediately preceding ap- 


proval?”’

Doctors’ offices will be occupied by full-time primary 
Care physicians (pediatricians and internists) and a mix of 
specialists and sub-specialists available by appointment. 

The Center is not strictly an extension of a hospital out- 
patient department, nor is it a medical office building. It 
embraces the best elements of both, and puts them to- 
gether into a coordinated program that is uniquely suited to 
the needs of people who live and work in the Wilmington 
area. 

The Regional Health Center is a satellite of Choate 
Memorial Hospital, a 174 bed community hospital located in 
Woburn. Use of Hospital resources, especially complex 
diagnosatic laboratory and X-ray services, will minimize

duplication of expensive specialized medical equipment 
and personnel. 

The plans for the Center were originally developed 
Independently by a local community group — now known 
as the Regional Health Center Association — who were 
organized to help remedy what was a worsening shortage of 
health care services in the area. Realizing the need for 
technical health care expertise and a solid financial base, 
the Association sought the help of Choate Memorial 
Hospital. 

While the Center will be owned and operated by 
Choate Memorial Hospital, it remains a joint community / 
hospital venture, with continuing input and involvement of 
the Regional Health Center Association to assure that the 
Center will be responsive to community priorities. 

The Center is addressing itself to: 

1 meeting the serious shortage of primary care 
physicians in Wilmington and the contiguous areas 
of Andover, North Reading, Reading, Woburn, 
Burlington, Billerica and Tewksbury: 

2 providing immediate access to care in urgent 
Situations (many locations in the towns to be 
served are 20 to 30 minutes away from a hospital 
emergency room): 

3 providing continuity in health care delivery by 
bringing together various services and programs in 
a single facility. 

The Regional Health Center is a prototype for improv- 
ing the performance of our health care system while 
containing health care costs. It is compatible with recent 
State and national efforts to reshape the delivery of care, 
and meets the priorities for the development of health care 
services contained in the National Health Planning and 
Resources Act P.L. 93-641. 

The Regional Health Center is, above all else, a 
convenient place where you and your family can go any 
time, day or night, for just about anything that ails you.

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said Tuesday 
night he would look into reports of a 
‘‘serious” overcrowding situation in the 
Sanborn first grade, but the school com- 
mittee once again refused to add another 
teacher. 

Committeeman Casimir Kolaski raised 
the issue once again, he said, because he 
had been contacted by several families 
who were particularly concerned about 
one language arts class with 37 students. 

Asst. Supt. Charles Mitsakos explained 
that the 57 first graders at Sanborn had 
been divided into ability subgroups of 37 
and 20 by the teachers, after the results of 
AIRS testing. He said the group 37 was 
“very seldom’’ treated as one class, but 
was again broken into subgroups for the 
instructional program. 

He said also that 41 hours of aide time 
had been assigned to the first grades at 
Sanborn. | 

Seifert aadded that South, with 53 first 
graders, is divided into classes of 28 and 25 
because of ability grouping, and that if the 
school committee made any changes at 
Sanborn, they’d have to be made at South 
too. 

“But if the situation’s as serious as you 
describe,” he said to Maurice Vanderpot, 
a parent, “then we'll look at it again.” He 
noted that there might be other kinds of 
groupings that would prove numbers-wise 
more satisfactory. 

Vanderpot said the teachers themselves 
didn’t seem to be happy with the numbers, 
and described a ‘“‘very long”’ morning
